When this bill was introduced, Gen. Rusk, 
Chairman of tlie House Committee on Pensions, 
made inquiries of the Commissioner of Pensions, 
and found that sixteen ex-soldiers of the late 
War were disabied in a like manner. 

| THE BILL PASSES THE HOUSE. 

Upon} this..information, he substituted a bill 
giving gach of these sixteen men a pension for 
each disability, making from $36 to $48 per 
month, pccordiug as the amputations were below 
or above the elbow or knee. 

The bill szed the House, and, as stated, 
reached the Senate, but the Chairman of the 
Senate Committee, Senator Pratt, of Indiana, 
positively refuséd to bring the bill up, or to call 
a meeting of the Committee to consider the mat- 
ter, and stated asa reason that all the record of 
his Committee had been transferred to the files 
immediately upon the adjournment of their last 
meeting.

POLITICAL PROSPECTS. 
From Our Own Correapondent, 
WasuINeton, June 27, 1874, 

The avowed purpose of Mr. Dawes, to retire 
at the close of the present Congress, may appear 
to be an anticipation on bis behalf of an Oppo- 
sition Congregs in 1875. He is not alone in this 
belief; but ‘bis determination will bring the 
country up to the full realizationof the absolute 
revolution an Opposition Congress will make. 
All the Committees changed in composition, and 
their general regimen of legislation adopted by 
the party in Congrees, will not fail to give this 
country the mold of a few positive men who are 

*now ready to come forward from the minority 
and take charge of affairs. 
BALANCING THE THIRD TERM. 

The President will probably escape the oppo- 
sition of such a Congress by declining to antag- 
onize it; for he seems te have no affection, 
tradition al or impulsive, for the Republican 
party, except as it needs himself and 
comes to his support. We shall see, 
if the’ Democracy make much incréase next 
year, what ratio of influence Executive patron- 
ege has to Government. Forthe President has 
managed. to get very nearly in the exact position 
he occupied in 1866. He “seéms to be lightly 
aifiliated with the Republican party, but cauvers- 
ing, if not coquetting, the other way. This 
summer be will probably chooge to oceupy him- 
self seriously with the question whether he will 
runagain. On that decision hangs a good deal 
of the peace and good-feeling of the next two 
years. Ifthe maggot of a Third Term has 
secureW deposited its eggs if that skull, we 
shall see ayain a potential use Of the patronage, 
such as Buchanan wielded against Douglas, and 
worse than Johnson exercised im aid of himeelf. 

It is my belief, from a view of the surround- 
ings, that the Premdent is in that state of 
kuspense between caution and seduction. His 
kinsmen and conneciions, without exception, 
preter to see him continue in olficial rather 
than moral dignity, and are quietly soliciting 
opinion in the premises from acquaintances of 
travel and observation. His Cabinet do net. dis- 
course upon the question at all, and shun the 
subject with too much decisfon not to leave the 
impression that they fear to affect thejissue by 
any imprudent advocacy of a [Third Term. Ex- 
cept among the heads of bureaux, and lower 
down, allis quiet upon the Potomac on the ab- 
sorbing question of the day.

Final Tests of the Strength of the 
Arches. 

Sr. Louris, July 2.—After two days of pre- 
liminary work, a final and very severe test of 
the St. Louis and Illinois bridge crossing 
the Mississippi River here was made to-day, 
under the supervision of Capt. James B. Eads, 
Chief Engineer, Assistant Chief “Engineer Col. 
Henry Fladd, and Mesers. Schultz, Klemm, Var- 
retman, Schmidt, Cooper, and Devan; also, 
Shaler Smith, Engineer of the Baltimore bridge, 
and D. W. Katte, Engineer of the Keystoue 
tridge Company, eseisted in the tests. Col. 
Carrington, U. &. A., was also present, and ex-

Seven locomotives were-then placed on 
each track, and both trains, 
weighing an aggregate of 569 tons, 


‘moved abreast over each of the three arches. 


This eaused a deflection of 3}¢ inches of the 
middle arch, and 3 inches of the side spans. 
This was regarded as the severest possible 
test to produce distortion of the’ curve 
of the arches, but none was perceptible. Ten 
evgines were then coupled in one train, and 
ran over each track on each side of 
each arch, covering the entire track of 
each bo producing the severest twisting 
strain, but the deflection was only 244 inches of 
the centre arch, The locomotives thus coupled 
were run at a speed of ten miles per hour. The 
heavy traffic on the upper carriage-way was uo- 
interrupted. 

There was no side motion whatever during the 
tests, and the result agreed almost exactly 

with the theoretical computation previousiy 
made, and the trial. was satisfactory in the 
highest degree. The detiections were all below 
what was previously calculated upon. 

Several other purely scientific tests were <n 
but the above-mentioned were the L ong 
ones, and those in which the general p 
most interested.

Wuereas, Ghe National Centennial to occur at the 
epd of two years from the present time offers an op- 
portunity magifestly providential, for uniting with 
the commemofation of -historical events eminently de- 
serving of iasting memoria, a testimonial of gratitude 
that shall be monumental and enduring; and, , 

Wereas, It has been proposed thet the Baptist 
denominations in the United States. ahall, with the 
view aud in testimony of this sense the divine good- 
ness to them as a people especially, unite in Praising 
during the interval of two years a centennial fund fdr 
the relief and endowment of our institutions of learn- 
ing ; therefore, 

Acsolved, That we earnestly recommend to the 
churches and pastors of the Baptist denomination in. 
all the Northwestern States, and to the several col- 
leges, se lea, and other institutions of learning 
under the care of our denomination, and to friends of 
these institutions generally, a concerted and combined 
effort to make up withia the period named an amount 
sufficient to relieve all such schools of existing inéum- 
brance of debt, and endow and otherwise equip them 
for that higher service,the cause of education,for which 
in their foundation they were designed. 

Resolvei, Tiat with this view we recommend for 
adoption by theweveral institutions, and by the de- 
nomination generally, the following outline of a plan 
for such concerted effort : 

1, That each institution, whether university, col- 
lege, seminary, or academy, appoint iteown agents, 
and pureve such nicthods appeal as shall be by 
itself deomed expedient. 

2. But secondly, that by means of joint conven- 
tions, exchange of help in a,ency work, such as may 
be desirable or practicable, the use of common organs 
of. communication, and such other joint method or 
means #8 may be found expedient in the progress of 
the work, they render each other mutual encourage- 
ment and aid. — 

{Articles 3 and 4, referred respectively to district or- 
ganizations and instructions to agents, They were 
subsequently stricken out and a substitute adopted, 
as shown in the report below.) 

5. That the Northwestern Advisory Committee, with 
the concurrence and mlvice, so far as practicable, of 
the Conference, place at the head of the Northwestern 
Centennial Movement some suitable man, who shall 
bave the care of its orguhization and direction, so far 
as his services to that end ‘may be needful, and who 
shall co-operate with the several institutions and their 
agents in holding conventions and in other efforts to

As Seen Through a Small Telescope. 
BattLe Cree, Mich,, June 30, 1874. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune; 

Sir: Since the announcement that a comet 
bas recently been discovered, and is approach- 
ing our earth, quite an excitement is manifested 
by many persons in this city. We have a té¢le- 
scope in the High-School building, 4 inches} in 
aperture, which has not seemed a source of at- 
traction since it was purchased nearly four years 
ago; but now the citizens are only too eager: to 
evince an appreciation of it by obtaining a view, 
however.careless, of the new celestial visitor. 
The janitor bas remarked that he is busy on 
every clear evening entertaining. visitors, in 
order that they may use this instrument to their 
hearts’ content; and often midnight arrives 
only to find him out with sBeores of peeple 
‘*watching the comet,” | 

Several persons, upon seeing this object for 
the first time through tlie schvool-telescope, @x- 
press a feeling of disappointment. Many of 
them possess wrong ideas, and actually expéct 
to see this comet witli a tail stretching over 
pearly one-half of the sky, with its head equal 
to the moon at her full. Some assert that a 
eommon spy-giass will show it much better, and 
are only convineed to the contrary after observ- 
ing the wanderer through this telescope, even 
though of small size. | 

As seen with the instrument in question, tliis 
comét presents a fine appearance,“and its 
nucleus is well defined. At pgesent the tail is 
not very. distinct, but its edges are plainly seen, 
and can be easily traced. ‘lhe highest power pf 
this telescope is about 300; yet the comet can be 
studied to better advantage by using the day- 

. " : ° bs 
glass, which is a small power, but shows this 
object more clearly than if strongly magnified. 

During the past week, this comet has ip- 
creased remarkably in brilliancy, and will sodn 
become @ conspicuous object of our celestial 
scenery.

High-School Observatory, 
Startling Developments—The Head of 
the Cyumet to Me as Near as Venus 
ever Is to the bharth—Strong Probva- 
bility that the Tail of the Comet Wall 

Luwrap the Earth and the Moon. 

To the Editor of the New York Tribune: 

Sin: Permit me agai to congratulate Prof. 
Swift upon the rediscovery of what now prom- 
ises to be’ the most wonderful and instructive 
comet in the history of the world. Having ag- 
certained that the nucleus of the comet was 
moving in satisfactory accordance with tne orbit 
which | had computed, I proceeded on tne 26th 
inst. to compute the posiuon and probable ap- 
parent magnitude of the tail, in order to learn 
whether it would «be long enough to ex- 
tend beyond the earth's orbit, so as to 
be visible at’ all after the head of the 
comet disappears. in the west. From my 
own estimate of its length on the morning af 
the 25:h, after the moon had set, I determines) 
its actual iength at that (ime to be certainly over 
3,000,000 miles. Itbhen assumed an increase of 
iength of one-tenth each day, and reached the 
startling result that upon July 2U its tail would 
actually strike our earth. But knowing that if 
the tail should not be long enough to reach our 
orbit, it would fade awav in the twilight without 
making any unusual display, I would not ven-+ 
ture to publish my results without furtver exam- 
nation. . 

With later observations of greater accuracy, I 
have repeated aud extended my computations 
and | am coutirmed in the opmionu that we shall 
be either so pear the tail of the comet, as it 
weeps across the ecliptic, that it will fill a large 
portion of the beaveus, or, if its curvature is 
not.too great, shall be completely enveloped 
within it; andthe phenomenun may be visible 
in the Northern - Hemisphere, although it is tod 
early yet to’ determine whether it may not be 
during the hours of daylight ‘in this coun-+ 
try. At the risk Of having erred in my judg: 
ment, that the brightness and c ndensation of 
the nucleus and aitendant coma indicate the 
formation of a tail equal to that of Donati’s 
comet, which | watched with so much care, J 
will venture some predictions, trusting that toey 
may be received wita more confidence than m 
early predictions of tne future of\ Dorati’s 
cumeft, aud that they may be as fully confirmed. 

Ono ‘luesday evening, June 30, and on the fol- 
lowing evening, the moon will mse before the 
twilight fairly euds; but on ‘lhursday, July 2, at 
9:30 o'clock, the eomet will be easilv seen by the 
naked eve in the northwestern sky (no other 
description will be needed), with a tail about 5 
deg. m lengih. On succeeding evenings the 
nucleus will move towards the south, while the 
tail will increase in length, so as to bring its ex- 
tremity gradually .porthward. On the-l4th of 
July the bead of the comet will have reached the 
horizon im the northwest ac the ead of twilight, 
go that it will not easily be visible after thas 
date; but the tail will extend nearly to tlie pole- 
star. 
Donati’s comet had a retrograde motion, and 
when the earth met it, and the tail was most 
brilliant, it was placed hearly at right angles with 
the line of vision. On the other vand, this com- 
et, woose perihelion distance 1s very little great- 
er, coming just within the orbit of Venus, moves 
in the same @irection with the- earth, and nearly 
with the same veiocity (reduced to the plane of 
the equator), in consequence of which the tail, 
which is pow neariy at right angies with the ling . 
of vision, will gradually turn toward us, still aps 
Jarently pointing nearly in the same direction; 

t will be remembered that Donati’s comet was 
curved like a soldier's plume, but Coggia’s is now 
and will remain nearly straight, because the 
curvature will be directly from us, and thereford 
imperceptible. Another etriking difference from 
the tails of comets generally is, that it will be sa 
foreshortened as to be remarkably wide at the 
end. i 

On July 16, the tail will extend far beyond the 
pole and develop anew characte:istic, tapering 
off rapidly toward tli@end. Within three or four 
days after the 16th, the tail will have become so 
expanded im the neighborhood of the pole as ta 
filla large part of the northern heavens. Yet 
it will bot be a conspicuous object, because -it 
will be go taint as to iook rather like an immense 
cloud, 9@¥a new milky-way, than what it really 182 
wf this time we shall have solved the question 
whether the tailis hollow, or hasa@ radiated 
structure, or what is ite constitution. : 

Of the way in which this will end, it is not 
safe yet to speak with definiteness; for al- 
though, if the tail were straight, we saaouid be 
almost certainiy near the middle of it on July 20, 
yet its curvature will probably deiay it two or 
three days, and even until the earth has passed’ 
beyond its path. Taking the best value 1 can 
from the records of previous comets, I sheuld; 
expect the earth on July 22 to be wholly within: 
the eastern edge of the comet's tail, and I will: 
assume this to be the case. ‘The comet will then! 
disappear to us; but then the inhabitants of the 
Southern Hemisphere, who may be ignorant of 


‘the cause of the luminosity of the evening sky, } 


will see it gradually rise and pass away, and will 
be amazed oy the sudden apparation of a comet’ 
of extraordinary size and usual brilliancy, which’ 
will burst upon their vision as unforeseen as the 
great comet of 1361, .The gradual diminution! 
and final disappearance of thé comet will be so 
nearly the converse of what we sbail have wit- 
nes-ed here that it needs no description. 
What will be the effect upon tue earth? I dare: 
not predict the effect upon the miods of men,’ 
especially of the ignorant; but I do not antici- 
pate any appreciable physical effect further thaa, 
possibie electrical phenomena like the aurora.: 
It will, of coufse, leave us a portion of its at-* 
mosphere when it departs, but, probably, not; 
enough to affect the barometer, or to come 
within the cognizance of.scientists. But there 
may be, by possibility, one permapent eect of 
scientific interest and curiosity. If the earth 
should not entirely escape, the moon will also 
probably bé involved, and it will also retain a 
portion of the cometary substance. As the 
amount cf the atmosphere upon the moon's sur- 
face is now so small, if, indeed, there is auy at’ 
ail, that it is unrecognizable bv the nicest astro- 
nomical scrutiny, perbaps after the passage of | 
the comet we shall find that henceforth the 
moon will have an atmosphere, of greater or’ 
less density, which will materially modify the: 
phenomena of occultations and solar ecli 
will add that Venus is safely out of the way, 80 
that the transit expedition will not be interfered 
wita by the great comet of 1874, ) 
In Gould's Astronomical Journal, Prof. Pierce - 
has developed means of computing, with great 
accuracy, from observed phenomeos, the form 
of the tail of'a comet.

The promoters of this scheme “take pleas- 
ure” in referring to H. K. Love, President of 
the People’s Bank, Dubuqne; J. K. Graves, 
President of the Chicago, Dubuque & Minne- 
sota Railroad Company; William T. Stewart, 
capitalist ; and to several gentlemen engaged in 
the business of selling Jewelry, music, and per- 
fumery. “i 

The three gentlemen above-named sre 
Trustees for this grand scheme, which hag 67,- 
203 tickets at $3 each, amounting to the sum of 
$201,609. Now, here isa plan for taking from 
people of moderate means (for such are usually 


$200,000, and “ presenting " them—what? Why, 
49,347 sheets of music, 5,000 chromos, and a 
few thousand silver finger-rings, bottles of per- 
fumery, etc., eto. How generous! Any one 


persong engaged in the sale of those articles. 
Among the larger prizes—or presents !—I 
notice: ** Ove farm of 50 acres, within 2 miles 
of Dubuque, $22,000.” I would respectfully in- 
quire of Mr. Love, one .of the ** Trustees,” and 
Clerk of the United States District Court, of 


‘which his brother is Judge, if the farm referred 


to does pot belong to himself or his brother, 
Judge Love, formerly owned by the late Jndge 
Dyer, and which Judge Love bought for #5,0v0. 
All three of the Trustees of this luttery are 
Directors of the People’s Bank of Dubuque. and, 
as we are told in the advertisement, ‘‘im order to 
have the ticket-bolders feel perfectly secure, 
agents are instructed to remit direct to the 
Bank, as, by an arrangement between the Trustees 
and the Bank, two-thirds of the money so re- 
mitted is to be retained asa guarantee of good 
faith ;” that i& to say, Messrs. Love, Graves, 
and Stewart, as Trustees, have made an agree- 
met with Messrs. Love, Graves, and Stewart, 
Directors of the Bank, to retain two-thirds of 
the money received from sale of tickets, etc. 
Lovely, isn’t it, and so secure! Why not retain 
the other third? Any connection of a bank or 
ite officers with such an enterprise as this is cal- 
culated to injure its credit and throw suspicion 
upon it. Iwas surprised to see the name of Mr. 
Graves as one of the Trustees. Mr. Love, an- 
other Trustee, will be remembered as President 
of the First National Bank of Keokuk, which 
made a disastrous failure under bis administra- 
tion,—being the tirst National Bank in the State 
to fail, and the only one, until the great em- 
bezazlement at the Merchants’ National at Du- 
buqnue.

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A DARING ATTEMPT. 


The Vault of the New York Savings 


Bank Undermined—A Gang of HBur- 
giars at Work in a Fourteenth-street 

Cellare-Their Discovery at Midnight 

en Priday—ihree of the Criminais 

Arrested, : 

, From the New York Times, June 28. 

A well-planned and daring attempt to rob the 
New York Savings Bank, situated on the porth- 
west corner of, Eighth avenue and Fotrteenth 
street, was discovered and frustrated by the well- 
directed offvuris of the police at an early hour 
yesterday moruing. The bank 1s located in the 
basement of the five-story building on the cor- 
ner ebove-mentioned, which has a frontage of 
twenty-five feet on Eigh’h avenue and of sev- 
enty-tive feet on West. Fourteenth street. On 
the first floor of the building, which is reached 
by @ fligbt of iron steps, is the New York County 
National Bank, the upper floors being occupied 
as offices by lawyers, real estate agents, &c. The 
vault of the savings bank is built in the wall of 
the building at the rear of the office. The 
wall of the vault itself, which abuts on 
that. of the adjoining building on 
Eighth avenue, is com of solid 
bloeks of granite laid in cement, and was con- 
sidered invulnerable to the attacks of burglars. 
Gas-lights are left burning in the office @)1 vight, 
and one gas-jet is so situaced as to throw its rays 
directly ou the main door of the vault, which 
contained: large sums in money and bonds be- 
longing to the bank and to private individuals 
wh were permitted to deposit thei securities in 
the vau!t for safe-keeping. The inside walls are 
of ¢hillediron. Immediately above the vauit of 
the savings-bank are situated the vaults of the 
New York County National Bank, one course of 
immense blocks of granite dividing the two, 
With these precautions, the officers of the bank 
deemed themselves safe from all possible depre- 
dateons. The sequel shows how mistaken they 
were, and how for weeks past their supposed im- 
preenable depository was being undermined, and 
how but for the Vigilance of a police-officer 
they would have met with a very severe loss. 

Adjoining the bank-building, on tbe northerly 
side, is the threesstory brick edifice No. 83 
Eighth avenue, which connects with a two-story 
brick building, No. 303 West Fourteenth street. 
The two buildings form an L, inclosing the 
bank-building on the northerly and westerly 
sides. The Eighth avenue building is occupied 
on the firet floor as a restaurant. unmediately in 
the rear of which is a. kitchen. The upper 
rooms are laid out as a dwelling, but very tow 
of the rooms were occupied. ‘he building on 
Fourteenth street comprised a billiard-saloon 
on the first floor, and a dancing-hail on the one 
above. The two buildings were connected on 
both the first and second floors by passage- 
ways, and were to all intents and purposes one 
structure. The cellar of the house No. 83 
Eighth avenue is about the same depth as the 
basement of the building on the corner occupied 
by the savings bank. The vault'of the savings 
bank 1s about fifty or sixty feet from the side- 
walk. Inthe cellar underneath the restaurant 
is the place where the burglars, who were evi- 
dently thoroughly posted in regard to the situa- 
tion, began mining. \» 

How long they had been carrying«on_ their 
operations is not-known, nor cao this ifforma- 
tion be at present obtained ; but it is evident 
that they bad progressed so far that twenty-four 
hours more would bave found them in the bank 
vault, with the funds of the bank at theirniercy. 
‘lhe discovery of the affairmay be regarded as 
almost accideutal, but tbe prompt action of the 
police, which resulted in the capture of three of 
the offenders, is very commendable. Shortly 
after midnight Patroiman John H. Keller, of the 
Sixteenth Precinct Police, whose post extended 
along the northerly side of Fourteenth street, 
from Seventh avenue to the North River, feached 
the corner of Eighth avenue, and stood for a few 
moments in front of the bank ouialing. While 
standing there he heard as sound of mufiled 
poe, The night was very still, and he 
istened intently. The noise seemed to be 
made by rapidly succeeding blows with some 
heavy, mufiled instrument. ing con- 
vinced that there was something wrong, he 
looked into the bank, but could pot discover 
anything suspicious. While he waited and 
watched the noise which had first attracted the 
ofticer’s attention continued atintervals. Patrol- 
man Johy Sinciair, who was on Eighth avenue, 
from Fourteenth to Twenty-seventh street, soon 
jon Officer Keller, who made known to bim 

is suspicions, and dispatched Sinclair to the 
station-bouse in West Tweneth street to inform 
Capt. Cherry, while he i remained on 
watch at ee ee flicer Sinclair reached 
the station, Capt. Was preparing to call 
the midnight roll ar load” aa me reserve. 
platoon to relieve the patrolmen on duty througb- 
out the precinct. The Captain, on hearing 
Officer Sinociair’s report, proceeded in all. haste 
to the corner of Eighth avenue and Fourteenth 
st taking with him Sergt. Doran, Rounds- 
men Burns, Aikin, and mon’ and ten patrol- 
men. On arriving at the Capt. Chetry dis- 
bis men so a8 to compietely surround the 
buildings in the vicinity, and

@ler, and that the Board of Police of Chicago was 
a body corporate before the fourth Commussion- 
er—who was only appointed, not elected-—after 
all, was ever thoughtvabout. Commissioner Keno 
began rolling up his coat-slieeves and trying the 
consistency of Lie dexter biceps, and the Preat- 
dent cleared his throat preparatory to a twenty- 
minute speech upon the fourth Comm. +sioner'’s 
temerity, and the utility of the municipal fire 
insurance system as a remedy for intoxication in 
the force. The fourth Commissioner viewed 
these extensive preparations, and departed 
abruptly, leaving his three confreres in posses- 
sion of the field. The matter was then teken up 
by the Board, whose President explained that 
the fourth Commissioner, who had attended 
the secret session-at which the Wells fire 
boot-larceny was discussed, had, though sworp 
to secresy on the largest nozzle in the Fire-Mar- 
shal’s room, “‘split” and made the matter puli- 
lic. The fact of the matter was, that at the fire 
two men were playing upon the safe in the 
building—an attention which eo pleased a mem- 
ber of the firm standing by that he told the fire- 
men to help themselves to any boots they came 
across.

A Lawyer Shot Down in a Yonkers 
 Court- Room. | 


Miscellaneous Criminal Record. 


Shot Down in a Yonkers 

Court Reem. | 

‘From the New York Herald, July 1. 

In the Yonkers City court-room at 9 o’clock 
vesterday morning, County Judge Silas D. Gif- 
ford took his seat for the third hearing of testi- 
mony, as referee, in an action brought by Pierre 
Milliot against lus father-in-law, August La- 
chaume, for the purpose of setting asitie "a con- 
vevance of property bythe defendant to one 
Allan Taylor, and by the latter to Aglae La- 
chaume, wifeof the first conveyancer, on the 
ground that it was fraudulent as againet credit- 
Ors.. It seems that a fierce and implacable family 
feud had existed for three or four years past 
between Lachaume and his wife on; one side 
and Milliot and their daughter on the other, 
which has sot only resulted ir al- 
most constant litiga:iion, but has also 
assumed such vindictive aud unnatural features 
fas td veastaiding disgrace to the peigbbor- 
hood. Lachaume is 8 mercurial, irascibie 
Frenchman, about 55 years of age, aud owns a 
enug litfle tarm about a mile from the centre of 
the city on the Sawmill River road. He devotes 
his tine and acres chieily to the production of 
vegetables and flowe:s, his wife disposing of 
both to advantage in theirstore on North Bi: oad- 
way. It is understood that Lachaume 1s in debt 
to Milliot, and, in order to avoid payment, he 
resorted to the alleged fraudulent transaction 
above mentioned. In the present suit, Milliot 
em)loyed as counsel James P. Sanders, an old 
resident of Youkers, and one of the leading law- 
yers of that place, while Lachaume was repre- 
sented by William H. Reilly, who left ao arm on 
the field of Gettysburg. 

‘The bearing of testimony progressed until 3 
o’cluck, po other persous being present except- 
ing Judge Gifford, the counsel on both sides, the 
imipediate parvies to the suit, aud A, R. Stain- 
ach, interpreter, the evidence having been given 
ia the French language. During the heazing 
nothing was known to occur which might have 
sown the’ seeds of murder in the heart of 
La¢haume, the proceedings having been charac- 
terized by unusual uroanity on the part of the 
litigants and their respective counsel. At the 
hour named it was mutually agreed upon that 
the further hearing of testimony in the case be 
postponed until July 15, at White Plaius, and at 
that time none but Lachaume was present, be- 
sides the Judge, lawyers, and stenographers, the 
wife ef the former having left the ¢ourt-room 
when ber examuation had been concluded, some 
time previously. 

‘The opposing counsel were still seated at either 
end of a tab.e about eight or 1en feet long, 
Mr, Sanders sitting with his back)partiy turned 
to the position occupied by Lachaume througa- 
out the hearing, when Judge GifforJ, who was in 
the act of mak.ag & minute of the aijournment, 
dropped the juaicial pen on hearing Mr. Reiliv 
vodiferate in stating tones, ** What are you 
abgut to do?” and then saw him spring 
toward his client, who was already in 
the act of cocking & six-barreled revol- 
ver, Before Lachaume’s lawyer had time to 
restrain Lim, however, the murderous French- 
mab atepped up behind Mr. Saaders, and, pacing 
the weapon against toe back of his vic.im’s veck, 
fired, the repost reverberatmg wsouorously 
through the hitherto silent -haliways of the an- 
ciept builkhiog. On receiving the shot Mr. 
Sauders, wno is a large and powerfully built man, 
fell forward on his hands and kaees, aud io 
this positiog the terror-st:icken mano scrambled 
up 0p the platform and behiod the Judge's desk, 
in the vain bope of escaping from bis morta! en- 
emy.| The latter followed him, however, with 
the ferocity of a tiger, and when within a step 
or two of him fired ayain, the leaden messenger 
this time crashing through his left side and 
lodgipg in tae abdominal cavity, causing the 
wouuded man to cry out in pierciag tenes, * Oh, 
I’m shot! send for a doctor.” Meantime Judge 
Gifford, who bad precipitately left the bench 
when Mr. Sanders tirat crawied behind it, fol- 
lowed by the oloodthirsty Frenchman, was stand- 
ing in a further corner of tbe court-réom, mutely 
horrified at the acene, when Lachaume, satistied 
that he bad mortally injured bis victim, walkea

rapidly towards him, pistol in hand. It 
wae a moment. of wunutterabie suspense 
to the unoffending Judge, who certaialy 


thought that bis destruction at the bands of tie 
infaxiated Frenchman was inevitavle. In this 
awful belief the trembling Judge was about 
raising both bands ip a supplicataig manner 
when Lachaume’s features iustantiy assumed»a 
frieudy expression, and ee mé fears by 
reversing the revolver, and, handing it to him 
with a bow, remarked blandly, ** No, Judge, not 
for you.” The echoes of the pistol-shotse had 
ecarcely died away . before bundreds of citizens 
had gathered ia and around Manor Hall, anxioue 
to eee, or at least ascertain the condition of, the 
wounded mao, who is widely known and uni- 
veiBuily respected in Yonkers. The utmost 
excitement prevails over the dastardiy deed, and 
during its continuance Lachaume waixed uamo- 
lested out of the court-room and a¢ross the 
square to Police Headquarters, where he sur- 
rendered himself to Sergeant Osborn, saying. 
‘*Samiers bad been trying to ruin him for the 
last fifteen vears.” He was promptiv locked up. 
A physician having been hastily summoned to 
the vourt-room, examioed the wountded man, 
and found that the first shot had ploughed 
through the flesh im the back of the neck, witi- 
out loagipg there.

On prob- 
ing for the builetit was found in the tissue of 
the outer covering of tae abdomen, and extract- 
ed without causing much pain to the sufferer. It 
is pot known as yet whether this ball passed 
throug tiie intestines, in which latter’ event the 
wound nrust, of course, prove fatal. After this 
operation had been performed Mr. Sanders was 
assisted igto a carriage and conveyed to his 
home. Up toa late hour last night the attend- 
ing physicians still were hoping that the patient 
had not been wounded in avital part. Mr. 
Sanders is one of tne oklest lawyers in Yonkers, 
having resided there for neariy twenty years, 
He is also a prominent member of the United 
Order of Odd Fellows, in which organization he 
has for some vears held the position of Past 
Grand Sire of the Order in the United States. 

The prisouer, who expresses no regret for his 
crime, but ratoer seems to gioat over it, will 
underzo aa examination before City Judge E. P. 
Baird this morning. 


Picads Guilty of Murder. 

New Yor, (July 2.—In the case of Martin

in searching his desk they found a letter, direct- 
ed to them, which left no room for doubt as to 
hus motive and the fate of himself and little girl. 
Tbe letter was written in a plain badd upon a 
ae of vommon note-paper, and read as fol- 
ows: 

My Dean Mornen, Faruer, AND Sister: 
You must forgive me for inflicting upon you such a 
terrible shock as I know this wili be, but I have been 
trying to resist it ever since my dear Julia died, and 
can resist no longer.

The police were immediately notified and 
search was iustituted, but Sunday night passed 
and no trace of the missiag ones couid) ve found. 
Early yest@day morning ttle searching party, 
kugurented by a large pumber of citizens, wen.

the dead bodies of both Mr. Sprague and huis 
little girl were discovered by Mr. W. C. Freder- 
ick, who was accompanied by his two sons, in 
the Town of Winchester, near the Medford line, 
about a mile aud a haif~in the rear of | the Méd- 
ford Almshouse. Mr. Sprague was lying on his 
left side, with a seven-barrel Ailen & Wheelock 

istol uvder him, anda handkerchief under his 
head. Five of the seven barreis of the revolver 
were loaded, and tour of the cartridges bore the 
indentation made by the hammer, tiiough but 
two of them were discharged. There was a smali 
irregular bole over thé ieft eye of the father 
showing where the fatal bullet had enter 
the brain, and the left side of the head was 
considerably disculored. At ber father's 
feet lay the little girl Maria, dressed in her 
Sunday attire, and with a handkerchief bound 
apout her bead, She bad been shot in the right 
temple, aud the ball had passed vearly through 
to the other side of berhead. Mr. Sprague’s 
coat lay a few feet away, and near it were a balf- 


tle containing about an ounce of what was sup- 
posed to be whisky and ether, a 2-ounce vial with 
a sioall quantity of preparation of morpdine, a 
smail syringe for subcutanevus injection, a paper 
of white sugar, a email wine-glass, anda table- 
spoon. The glass, spoon, and syringe bad evi- 
dently been used, aud the sugar was very moist, 
as if it had been accidentally wet. In the poca- 
eis of Mr. Sprague’s clotning were found a lead- 
pencil, a penknile,@ box.of moiphine pills, and 
a sheet of note-paper, on the first page of which 
were written these words: “ I bave grown crazy 
no fast to-dav that I should be entirely so before 
to-morrow night if 1 hved.” 

On the third page, written apparently after 
the elforts to destroy the child by the use of thé 
morpheve had proved unavailing, were written 
the words: “It is bard to shoot her, but the 
morpbeve did not take any effect.” 


The company gatheied about the pitiful 
sight, a bier was constructed, and the bodies 


placed side by side on & bed in an upper 
clamber. 

Mr. Sprague was considered by his employer, 
and by those with whom he was associated, as & 
man whose character was above reproach, and in 
whom there was notching to distrust. His resi- 
dence was beautifully situated, his home, till tre 
Geath of his wife, was an exceptionally happy 
one, and he was in every respect a true gentie- 
man. .

Miscellaneous Business Transacted 
Yesterday. 

Judge Jameson rendered a decision yester- 
day in the case of William Young et al. va. J. L. 
Keck et al., involving about $20,000 of pork, 
The case was tried about a year ago, and a ver- 


‘dict given for the defendants. An appeal was 


taken and the decision reversed, and a new 


trial granted, which has just been concluded, 
The facts are so well known that only a very 


brief resume will be necessary. 
On the 26th of July, 1872, J. L. Keck & Co., 


of Cincinnati, made a c neract with J. Brooke 
Johnson to sellhim 2,000 barrels of mess pork 
of a certain brand, the date of packing and num- 


ber of pieces to-be branded on the head of each 
barrel, and the barrels to be delivered on the 


cars at Cincinnati in good shipping order. 
The price agreed to be paid by Johnson was 
$13.75 a barrel. The contract, was guaranteed by 
©. L. & T. 8. fobnson. This firm also bought 
5,000 barrels on their own account. Ina few 
days E. L. Johnson ordered Porter, one of the 
owners of the pork, to deliver 3,000 barrels of 
pork on the firm account, at the Hamilton & 
Dayton Railroad Company's depot, which was 
done, On the 7th of August E. 8. Johnson 
notified Porter & Keck to deliver~the 2,000 bar- 
rels of J. B. Johnson immediately at the same 
depot by Friday night following, This wasalso 
done, and all but 100 barrels shipped to Chicago 
by Saturday morning. Payment was thén de- 
manded and refused. The pork was consigned, 
it is claimed, by mistake, to J. B.. ‘John- 


son. He took it on its arrival here to Thorne’s 
warehouse, and obtained warehouse receipts for 
all but 870 barrels. It was known by Keck at the 


time of the sale that the pork was to be used to 
fill contracts of J. B. Johnson in Chicago. be- 


tween Aug. 14 and 19 the plaintiffs bought 1,630 | 


barrels in good faiuh for value received. As 
warehouse receipts are not strictly negotiable, 


. the important peintto know was, whether the 


sale from Keck to Johnson was executed bya 
delivery of the pork. The general law is, that 


the deposit of goods sold with a common car- 
ner for transportation is a delivery to the 


vendee. Whetper this delivery is in accordance 


‘with the coniragt is the point to be determined, 
The circumstapces atiending the sale are 
ambiguous, as some of the par- 
ties interested left the city when 
the pork was delivered at the cars. Suit was 
soon after comrjenced in Cincinnati against the 
guarantors, and@is still pending. Cunningham 
and Porter botiiknew the pork was on its way to 
Chicago, and ye$ no steps were taken until Mun- 
day pear noon te show that the parties did not 
intend to consi the contract ao executed sale, 


On the otber Band, on Monday bilis of lading 


were obtained ffm the railroad, and sent to 
Murphy & Co. ag consignees. They immediately 
commenced a réplevin suit. and the pork was 


taken from Young &Co. The latter immediate- 
ly retorted with .the present suit. It seems 


as though the defendants bad attempted to 
play two roles, gat of vendors and creditors, 


and also that of owners of goods of thé poses- 


sion of which they were wrongfully divested. 


‘They cannot, tperefore, complain if they are 
held to such @ course as will best protect the 


| rights of innocept third parties. It is evident 
that, on yy 5 the defendants intended to 
insist ou the gale ag complete, and the other 
proceeding wasa@a afterthought. In this case, | 
the time betweep sending the pork aud getting 
a bill of lading $o Murphy's order was so great 
as to create a dapot as to the intention of the 
venders to reserve: the jus dispoaendi at the 
time when the goods were delivered. Moreover, 
the’ owners «bowed au intention not to 
insist on the right,, but to -uphold the 
sale, and this, too, at a time when 
it was incumbeat on them to announce to the 
vendee in possedsion the relation they meant 
thereafter to maintain. Even had Young & Co. 

known ali the facte of the case they would have 
been justified in Yegarding J. Brooks Jobuson 


a bona fide holder. 
The defendants waited for a week or more 


_ before taking aay active steps against Young & 
Co., and a telegram sent any time within three 
days afte: the delivery of the pork would ob- 
viously have stopped any delivery. Must this 
delay then be pubished with a joss of the prop- 
erty concerned? By the'setiled law of Illinois, 
it must. The case of the Michigan Central 
Railroad vs. Philkpps, 6) Lli., 192, may be regard-

We give the following extracts from the first 
volume (jiist-published) of Mr. Blanchard Jer- 
rold’s Lite of the late Emperor. Additional im- 
portance is given to this Life by the fact that a 
great number of private documentsof the Napol- 
eon family bave been piaced at Mr. Jerrola’s 
commaud): 

y Is. BIRTH. 

On March 27, 1808. the Emperor Napoleon 
sent a idtier to bis brother Louis, in which 
be proposed to make bim King of Spain. 
Charles IV. had just abdicated, and the 
Prince of Peace was in prison. King Louis an- 
.ewered: “lam now the Governor of a province. 
For a King there is no promotion but to Heaven ; 
all are equal. ‘ With wnat face can I go to de- 
mand an oath of fidelitv from another people, if 
1 do not remain faithfal] to that which [ took to 
Hollaod when I ascended the throne?” It was 
not that the Kinesnip of Hvulland,was a bed of 
roses. Harassed by the complaints of his sub- 
jects, whom the continental blockade was ruin- 
ing, he endeavored to solace them with Court 
gayeties. ‘Tired of the Hague, he removed his 
Court to Utrecht, and afterwards to Amsterdam ; 
but the fetes and bails fell flat without the 
Queen to lead them, and every day lessened the 
hope that she would return. In addition to po- 
litical differences between the Royal couple, there 
were conjugal jealousies on both sides. 

It was in this trouble, and with both the Em- 
peror and Empress far away from Paris, that 
Queen Hortense gave bith to a son, the future 
Napoleon IIL., in the night of April 20, 1508, at 
her hotel in the Rue Cerutti, now the hore! of 
MM. Rothschild, Rue Lafitte. In her unpub- 
lished memoira, the Queen gives the following 
account of her accouchement: ‘* In the nieht 
of April 20, 1508, I gave.birth to ason. I should 
have preferred a daughter; but the news filled 
my motber and the Emperor with joy. He had 
Salutes fired all along the Spanish frontier, 
where he then was.
